The  Annual  Appeal  was  issued  om  lines  similar  to  those 
of  last  year,  and  brought  the  result  at  the  31st  of 
December,  of  £3,338.  On  going  to  press  the  amount  of 
the  Appeal  stands  at  £4,265  as  compared  with  £4,261  7s. 
10 d.  of  last  year. 


Almoner’s  Department. 

Miss  Enid  Goodall  (Mrs.  Harris)  retired  in  March, 
after  ten  years’  service.  On  her  departure  the  Committee 
suitably  thanked  Miss  Goodall  for  the  excellent  work  per¬ 
formed  during  the  time  she  occupied  the  position  of 
Almoner. 

Miss  Ruth  Snell  (Assistant  Almoner)  was  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy. 

“  Margaret  Lyle  ”  Maternity  Department. 

In  order,  to  meet  the  growing  need  for  Maternity  Beds 
in  the  Borough,  a  limited  number  was  made  available  in 
the  Hospital  wards.  This  has  proved  to  be  insufficient 
and  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  possibility  of  re¬ 
opening  the  “  Lyle  ”  Wing. 
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Although  only  14  patients  were  admitted  to  these  beds 
arrangements  were  made  for  nearly  100  to  enter  other 
Hospitals. 

Midwives  from  the  Hospital  attended  114  confinements 
at  patients’  homes.  The  births  included  two  sets  of  twins, 
there  being  58  girls  and  58  boys.  Visits  to  these  patients 
numbered  2,298  and  attendances  at  the  ante-natal  clinics 
totalled  1,506.  Patients  “  booked  ”  during  the  year 
numbered  311. 

Ladies’  Linen  League. 

Once  again  the  League  have  performed  wonders  and 
achieved  splendid  results.  Despite  the  handicaps  and 
difficulties  of  the  present  day,  articles  and  garments 
numbering  approximately  2,500  were  gathered  together — 
totah  value  being  represented  at  £691  17s.  6d.  The 
Display  and  Ceremony  of  “  handing-over  ”  took  place  on 
the  19th  of  November  in  the  Board  Room.  Grateful 
thanks  are  due  to  all  the  members  of  the  League  and  to  its 
Officers:  Mrs.  H.  Stanley  Clarke  (Chairman),  Miss  Berry

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REPORT  OF  THE  HONORARY  MEDICAL  STAFF. 


$ 

The  comparative  freedom  from  air  raids  during  tins 
the  fourth  year  of  the  war,  has  resulted  in  a  return  of  the 
civil  population.  Consequently  there  have  been  increased 
demands  for  service  in  all  departments  of  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  in-patients  increased  by  nearly  200 
compared  with  the  preceding  year  ana  ail  emergency 
cases  were  accepted  for  immediate  treatment. 

This  increase  is  the  more  noteworthy  in  view  of  the 
limited  number  of  beds  available. 

The  Emergency  Hospital  organisation  has  remained 
unchanged  and  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  helping  us 
to  maintain  adequate  in-patient  treatment,  a  happy 
augury  of  what  could  be  upheld  in  any  future  organisa¬ 
tion  of  hospital  services. 

The  work  in  all  departments  of  the  Hospital  has 
increased  during  the  past  year  and  is  increasing  still 
further.  Happily  we  have  been  able  to  rely  on  a  regular 
attendance  of  about  50%  of  our  consulting  staff  which  has 
been  of  great  value  in  these  days  when  most  voluntary 
hospitals  have  been  so  depleted  by  the  call  of  the  various 
Services. 

Mr.  Keogh,  who  had  undertaken  the  direction  of  the 
Ear,  Hose  and  Throat  Department,  unfortunately  found 
that  he  was  unable  to  continue,  but  we  have  been  very 
fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mr.  Ibbotson  under 
Whom  the  department  thrives  and  grows. 

A  further  resignation  has  taken  place.  Mr.  Edwin 
Lindsay  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Orthopaedic  clinic 
for  many  years,  found  that  pressure  of  work  impelled  his 
resignation  and  Mr.  McLauchlan  was  appointed  Ortho¬ 
paedic  surgeon  to  the  hospital.  Both  these  appointments 
are  very  busy  and  call  for  long  visits  by  these  surgeons, 
who  have  thrown  themselves  into  the  work  with 
enthusiasm. 
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We  also  welcome  back  Dr.  Deville  after  bis  prolonged 
absence  in  France,  and  the  re-formation  of  the  Dermato¬ 
logical  Department  has  already  taken  place  and  is  grow¬ 
ing  rapidly  in  numbers,  indicating  the  need  for  these 
special  departments  if  we  as  a  hospital  are  to  offer  com¬ 
plete  and  adequate  treatment  facilities  to  the  population 
locally. 

The  resident  staff  have  done  their  work  loyally  and 
efficiently.  Our  congratulations  are  given  to  our  Resident 
Medical  Officer,  Mr.  Spiers,  on  becoming  a  whole-time 
Surgeon  under  the  Emergency  Medical  Service.  A  very 
welcome  appointment.  The  Hospital  owres  much  of  its 
efficiency  to  the  care  and  vigilance  of  this  officer. 

The  year  ended  sadly  in  the  death  of  Lady  Lyle,  whose 
work  for  the  Hospital  has  been  so  well  known  and  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  Medical  Staff  .

Of  the  future,  much  could  be  written,  but  speculation, 
an  amusing  pastime,  can  be  an  indulgence  if  carried 
to  excess,  especially  in  such  times  when  every  man  carries 
the  burden  of  many  added  duties.  Reconstruction  and 
reorganisation  are  in  the  air,  but  in  hospital  work, 
especially  that  of  voluntary  hospitals,  reorganisation  is 
retarded  until  such  time  as  the  Government  give  a  con¬ 
crete  lead  by  indication  of  a  clear-cut  policy.  In  any 
community  hospital  services  wit  I  always  be  required.  It 
is  essential  that  such  services  from  first  to  last  be 
adequate,  prompt,  kindly  and  efficient.  With  these 
essentials  fulfilled,  all  will  be  well  for  the  patient  and  the 
country,  but  without  them  no  hospital  service  can  ever 
be  really  effective

The  past  year  has  been  busier  than  1941,  in  that  the 
number  of  out-patients  has  shown  a  considerable  increase, 
3,500  more  patients  being  interviewed  in  the  Almoner’s 
department  than  in  the  previous  year.  There  have  also 
been  increases  in  the  number  of  district  maternity 
patients  and  of  patients  supplied  with  dentures. 

There  has,  however,  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
adults  referred  for  Convalescent  Home  treatment,  only  63 
patients  being  sent  away  including  children.  This  is 
partly  due  to  the  fact  that  patients  are  sometimes  sent  to 
Convalescent  Homes  from  the  Base  Hospitals  to  which 
x  they  are  transferred  or  do  not  require  convalescence  since 
they  can  frequently  be  retained  in  the  Base  Hospitals 
longer  than  is  possible  here.  502  patients  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  special  Treatment  Centres  and  Base  Hospitals 
during  the  year.  ^ 

There  was  a  welcome  decrease  in  the  number  of  Hoad 
Traffic  Act  cases  in  1942.  Once  again,  many  of  these 
patients  have  been  transferred  to  Special  Treatment 
Centres.  £59  14s.  lid.  was  collected  during  the  year  for 
Road  Traffic  Act  patients.
